Gifts are ex­ 
changed only on the children's 
Christmas which Is observed on 
January 6, the feast of "Los 
Santos Reyes," or the Epiphany, 
which comemmorates the thsee 
kings who brought gifts to the 
manger at Bethlehem.

Atencio early this year by a 
friend .from Mexico. They are 
hand-carved by natives of the 
small village of Leon Juanajato, 
I he only place in Mexico where 
religious statues of this type are 
made.

The natives make even their 
carving tools by hand, the wood- 
carving knives resembling 
shrimp knives. The carving is 
done by the men, while women 
and girls paint the statues. The 
figures, about 18 inches tall, are 
intricately fashioned with mov-
